Superintendent: Today we want to think of a great work which 
must be done for the Lord Jesus, and how we can do our part in 
accomplishing it. You know that if we have something big and hard 
to do, why, right at the start we are afraid we will not be able to do 
it all alone; but when we get someone to help us, we are not afraid 
any longer and we feel quite certain we can do it. 

Now this work that is so great and that must be done, is to tell 
the people in the world, who^do not know about the heavenly Father 
and the Lord Jesus, all about God's love for them.

One of the children previously appointed by the superintendent will 
read St. Matthew 28:16-20. 

Then the superintendent or one of the teachers continues: 

You see that command or commission, as it is called, when Jesus 
told His disciples to tell people everywhere in the world about Him- 
self, that is, to preach the Gospel, took place many, many years ago, 
right after He rose from the grave that First Easter Day. 

Just think how full the world has been of missionaries ever since, 
people who loved the Lord Jesus and were very anxious to have their 
fellowmen know about Him and love Him too. How gladly they 
carried that Holy Message everywhere. And the reason they were 
not afraid to go forth but went out gladly and worked so hard was 
that they knew the Lord Jesus was with them, helping them at all 
times.

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across the ocean are thousands, in Japan, China, India, Africa, 
etc., who have never even heard of Jesus or the Heavenly Father. 

These boys and girls have churches too, but those buildings are 
not called churches but temples. In them they worship their gods. 
Some of them have a great many gods. And they put these gods in 
their temples. Such gods we call idols, because they are not the 
True God. They are very strange looking things to us. Sometimes 
they look so terrible that we wonder how anyone could even pray 
to them; and we are sure they could not love them, because they seem 
to frighten and not make one want to do things for them. 

How different these people and the boys and girls will feel when 
they hear about the Lord Jesus "Who is so good and kind and loving, 
and Who welcomes and cares for all men.
